for training oaans and a Jumping off point for future 
raids and other operations against Cuba, 

V. Miami newspaper headlines annourjced that ex-Bay of Pigs 
Brigade leader, fSanuel Artime, has decided to move his 
headquarters to Central America, ostensibly Nioaragua. 

5 , A few of the well knewn exile politic iana have recently 
traveled to Nicaragua to hold interviews with Somoza, 

Because we aro closely associated with all of the aetlea*. 
groups, vs have been able to gather sa:;e of the behlnd-the-scsnes 
intelligence on this latest develormmej.t, Davy and Z were in 
Dallas at the time of Somoza’s visit to Miami, but shortly after 
returning here wo checked in with all of the groups to find out 
ttie latest scoop. We have been able to ascertain their feelings 
•concerning these new potentialities, 

* 1 . Somoza held lengthy Interviews with the action group 
loaders, but no doflBlte plans were agreed upon, 

2, Manuel Artimo mde the rounds of the groups, including 
many of the azateur elements, just before the Sonosa

It is possible that this CIA operative is presently

The action groups are si a wait-and-sea basis right 
now. They will not go to Nicaragua or anywhere else 
unless they are allows d to travel In their own boats , 
carry all of their arms and oquipnent, including supplies. 
The action groups want first to establish a definite 
supply line that is independent of any govemaont, in 
oasa they have to maintain thoEselvas should the Nica- 
ragua and other deals fall through. They feel that 
should they be forced to transfer their operations to 
another area quite suddenly, then they want to be pre- 
pared to move 'into on adjacent country with or without 
that country's consent. 

Jiamy of the action people are talcing into consideration 
the many reports that indicate that a U.S, Goveynsient 
agency is behind all of this Nicaragua business. Some 
are convinced that the parent organissatlon is the naw 
Defense Intelligence Agency. 

Many of the raiders are pondering over the reports that 
this la Jvmt another maneuver to keep the exiles busily 
entertained and out of Washington's hair. They are 
asking the following questions:

During J-'hreh of this year, many of the top Pentagon and State 
Department specialists on Cuban operations traveled to Managua, 
Nicaragua where they held a conference with the top military men 
of the Central Amorican republics. It is possible that this meet- 
ing was a prime step in the davolopement of a joint Central Amer- 
ioan/Cuban*Sxile/D,3. plan to overthrew the Castro Communlsta. 

If DIA Is developing definite operations against Comsunist 
Cuba, then I am all for it. I must say that I an concerned with 
the similarity ootween this month and the months oroeedtne tha 
Bay of Pigs opofatlTn. I cjui see where sera* ,of the prelfolnarias 
to future antl-Gastro operations have been ccToductad, 
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Whether thl3 has be«n by accident or by design I can't 
really say, but the following results have been obtained: 

■}, Basic training via the D.S. Armed Poroea has been 
given to a few of the exiles, Including seme of the 
Bay of Pigs veterans and scene of the former Rebels, 

2* A strong unity drive is cm and most of the groups 
arc gathering together in order that they avoid be- 
ing excluded frc« future operations and support, 

,3. hard-core Ssile fighters have been surfaced via 
strong restrictions and harasament against raider 
expeditions. Those ^^lles that continus In spite 
of the U.S, Government are obviously the most ded- 
icated and ardent 1‘reedoa Fighters, 

It ia obvious that future operations against Cuba must ba 
Initiated by a relatively small force that will grew naturally 
as the situation Inside Cuba baooaes acre favorabla. The 
Initial leadership problems will iron thenselves out as each 
Independent unit is hardsnsd by tralnlns and combat operations. 

The recruiting effort is extrema ly slew at the beginning of op- 
erations but usually davelopos at a rapid jjace one* the man in 
tbs street is made aware of the new davolopements taking place 
in his homeland. Because selection of qualified personnel is 
very difficult, the reorultlng program must be started ncaiths 
before any c cnteiaplat cd oparaticaas. The baaie problen is that 
vlth Cubanj, as with most- other natlcnalities, It is hard to find 
an individual that is suited for guerrilla warfare. One oat of 
a hundred can take the mental strain eorapwidad by the physical 
hardships faced by a guerrilla fighter. The farmers, peasants, 
agricultural workers, flcherman, and others native to rural areas 
will usually make better guerrillas, but then It is harder to 
train these people than leto'say, city dwellers. You can imder- 
stand now why we have been insisting on the continued training 
of all selected Volunteers, 

Indeed everybody ha a learned a lot since the Bay of Pigs, but 
have the right people learned the right things? I hope that - 
adherence to the principles established by the veterans of the 
S.O.E,, O.S.S., A.I.E., Haqulfl French, Kachins, Karens, and others 
will prevent a repatlticm of Dleppn, Gallpoll, Dien-Bien-Phu that 
was Inglorlusly repeated at the Bay of Pigs, 

I read where many of the top-echaloa adnlnlstratlon figures 
are boning up on guerrilla wa;-fare, I hope they sea the simil- 
arity to present day Cuba that existed during tha, anti-Japanese 
operations in the Phllpplno**, Burma, }-ialaya, and elsewhere, 

Reading about Free French activities in London strike* a note of 
similarity to the Kiami of today, the frustraticaia , grand blunders, 
potty bickering, let's wait and »e» attitude, all was raiapant inertness 
during the Forties. 
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All students of military tactics and nilltary history ara 
reasonaiilr familiar with the works of General S.L.A. ^il^ 3 hall 
on World War II and Korea. Moat are equally familiar with the 
sethcds he employs to draw cut In ecuiot detail the facts of each 
individual or unit action. Ills books, "Men Ajjairist Fire** - 
"Wight Drop" - "Pork Chop ulll" - "Island Victory" and others, 
were the result of eichaustlTo Interviews of the sqtuid nambers, 
whole platocna, companies, battalions that participated in dec- 
isive actions. Did anyone think to Interview the 25^06 Srigads 
(Bay • of Pigs ) veterans, other than LIFE >!agaalno? It is obvious 
that most of these man will taka part in future actions against 
CcsEmunist Cuba, therefore it is Imperative that they ba closely 
screened on the following subjects: 

1 • Did the training they recleved preparatory to the 
Invasion give them eonfldenca. 

2, V/aa this training adequate frcm a professional stand- 
point? 

3* What percentage of the Brlgada used thair individual or 
orew-senred weapons? 

•i-. Wore the designated leaders really qiiallfied and later 
prcfvo themselves as capable leaders? 

I have ccaiducted numerous interviews of the J'arahall type, 
not only with the Brigade veterans, but with the guerrilla vat* 
erans of the Slarra I'iaestra, Grlstal, and Sscaiabray. ?hs res- 
ults hays been extreinsly enlightening, not to mention the educ- 
ational aspect. 

I have been a military instructor for mora than eight years, 
the last five being dovoted to Cubans and Cantral-Soijth Amarlcan 
natlcaaals, I have a very lew regard for the Latin American sold- 
ier, but I have found that Cubans can be the best Latin Soldiers 
of all if they are handled correctly, or the worst if incorractly 
handled. In most cases, the standard U.G. Marina Corps recruit 
training Is the best pregram for tha Cuban national, ba he erxiLa 
or exfUtrated guerrilla cadro. Less rigid types of training 
tend to cause them to backslide at a rapid pace. 

’.ifhllo ocastemplating any future operations, agalnat Castro, 

I find tha following points of oxtreisa incerest, not because 
they are mine, but due to their being proven and sound. 

1, The majority of tha Instructors should bo North Amer- 
icana or (Eiiropaans, most of wheej will later accompany 
the It students cn ccsibat operations aa. loaders or as 
advisers, depending on ths situation. 

2, Those students native to rural areas shcaild be kept

3« Both the coesDanders and the instructors must resist tha 
tendency to roly moro on the.onglish speaking students, 
and later delagate authority to the english speakers 
without regard aseto the individuals proven capabilities.

This wilt 
weed out the opportunists and greatly enhance the pr.-., , 
Ige of the cajjabla indlvaduals that are acceptable.

The use of “cells" on a military basis 
generally considered Impractical by most authorities 
not genuinely appraised of the Cuban situation, past 
and present. Cellular structure la a must at all Iom 
els for all activities. 

Some of the exile action grcwps are definitely holding bad. 
from commitmant to the Nicaragua training camps offer. This !•( 
partly due to ignorance of the facts, lack of definite InforDatl.., 
on the subject, all ccmpounded by the natural latin tendency to 
distrust a stranger bearing gifts, Davy and I have covered mo.n. 
of the angles on this new situation with all of the key leaders. 
They don’t i^aht to be led by the hand again, especially by men 
that are not planning to run the same risks as they ax*o to face.

Da'vy and I are now putting the finishing touches to the 
paperwork covering the requirements and costs Involved in est- 
ablishing the Intelllgenaa Center here in the Hiaml area, I 
will forward this information shortly. 

Vie also have drawn up and reeieved approval frcoj action lead- 
ers j plans for three mjor operations that have great potential, 
plus plans and Intelligence for six minor supporting raids that 
will gain International publicity at the sama tiiBS giving tremend- 
ous impact and uplift to the morale of the Cuban underground.

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How Well Did the “Non-Driver" by Sylvia Meagher 

Oswald Drive? 
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The Warren Report devotes little more 
than a page to the incident reponed by 
Albert Guy Bogard, a car salesman. His 
allegations and the maiuicr in which they 
were handlc'd are more important than is 
suggested by the space they itreeive in the 
888-page volume. 

The Rc|K>rt slates that Bogard’s testimony 
"has been carefully evaluated bc*ciiust; it 
suggests the possibility that Oswald may 
liave been a proficient automobile driver 
and, during Novemlier 1963, might have 
been expecting funds with which to pur- 
cliase a car” (WR 320) .• The facts, as 
presented in the Report (WR 320-321) are 
that Bogard claimed that he had a customer 
on Saturday November 9, 1963 whom he 
identified as I^e Harvey Osw'ald. Oswald 
had tesieil a car by driving over the Siem- 
mons Freeway at high speed, and had said 
that he would have the money to buy tlie 
car in several w'cclts. He gave his name 
as Lee Oswald. Bogard wrote the name on 
the back of a business card. When he heard

on the radio that Oswald had bc‘cn arrested. 
Bogard asscrtedly threw the card away, com- 
menting to his fellow employees that he had 
lost his p ros |>ec live custon] yr . 

indicates that Bt^ard’s sioryl 
Ireccived corroboration Irom Frank Ti/zo, 1 
/assistant sales manager, and from salesmen ' 
lOnin Brown and Eugene Wilson. Brown 
I also wrote the name "Oswald" on a paper 
I which lx)th he and his wife rcincmiKrcd J 
I as being in his possession before tlie assa^ 
filiation. 


However, the Rejwrt says, "doubts exist 
alx>ui the accuracy of Bogard ‘s testimotiy." 
He, Pizzo. and Wilson "dilfered on im- 
ponant details of what is supfsosed to have 
occurred when the customer was in the 
showroom." Bogard said that he wanted to 
pay cash while Pizzo and Wilson said that 
he wanted credit, Wilson claimed that the 
customer made a sarcastic remark about 
going bark to Russia. "While it is possible 
that Oswald would have made such a re- 
mark" tlie statement W’as not consisteiu with 
BogardS story; Bogard did not mention that 
tlie customer had ever conversed with Wil- 
son. "More important," the Report empha- 
sizc*s. "on November 23. a search through 
the showroom’s refuse was made, but no 
paper bearing Oswald's name was found, 
riie paper on which Brown reportedly WTole 
Oswald’s name also has never been iound." 


.Apart from these dilTererices in detail, the 
Report points out that (a) Pizzo developed 
serious doubts aliout the customer's identity 
after examining photographs of Oswald, 
whose hairline did not seem to match the 
enstomer's; (b) Wilson said that the ciw- 
tomcr was only alxnit five feet tall: and 
(c) Oswald WH.S unable to drive, "altliough 
Mrs. Paine, who was giving him driving 
11*55011$, stated that Oswald was showing 
some improvement by November." More- 
over. according to Marina Oswald and Rmh 
Paine, "Oswald’s wlicrealiouts on Novemlier 
9 would have made it impossible for him 
to have visited the automobile showroom as 
Mr. Bogard claims." 

Finally, a footnote (WR 840) indicates 
that Bogard look an FBI {lolygraph (lie- 
detector) test. His responses were those 
normally ex|>ccted of a person telling the 
truth. However, because of the uiicemin 
reliability of the results of polygraph tests, 
the Commission placed no reliance on the 
results of Ikigard's test. 

Hie Commission does not slate any ex- 
plicit conclusion which it may have readied 
after its "careful evaluation" of Bogard’s 
testimony. On the basis of the Rcjjon alone, 
one might lomi tlie impression that the 
Comniission believed Bogard to be a liar 
but was too )x>iile to say so. Indeed, one 
might conclude that his story in fact was 
a fabrication. 
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It is only -when ihi* relevant Heorings 
and Exhibits are examined carefully that 
we bqpii to see ihai tliere is more reason 
to doubt the Commission, and the Commis- 
siorfs FBI investigators, ihati to doubt 
Hogard. The pictiire w'hldi emerges from 
the documents, especially ’when they are 
considered in tenns of the ihroiiological 
sequence of events — w^hich is not even sug- 
gestctl in the Report — 'is considerably dib 
ferem frotn the picture drawn in the ofiidal 
text. Only after mastering the substance 
and sequence of the raw material h it 
possible to ictogni?e the incotnplete and 
misleading nature of the hnal product and 
to appreciate the Commission’s sophisticaTcd 
technique and exquisitely careful phrase- 
ology. It then becomes apparent that die 
Report's discussion of the auto demoiisir;i- 
tiori is composed of literally muhitd seji- 
tencGs which, in sum, misrepresent the facts 
and evyck the real meaning of the c\ idence. 

7’hu Commission's dexienty in usitig the 
English language and its witked selectivity 
in reporting the facts arc rnanifesr in its 
treatment of the Ifogaid story. For example, 
the Report makes much of Oswald’s inability 
lo drive, w'hile conceding that he was ' show- 
ing some improvement by November" (WR 
521). Jt does not mention here that on 
the very day of the auto demonstration. 
November 9. 1965 "Mrs. Paine took him 
to the 1 exas Drivers’ License Examining 
Station" (VVR 7-10) nor that the station 
was situated in Oak Cliff 515). not 

far from the showimim where Sugar tl 
worked. Presumably Oswald's driving ability 
had improved suffiticnily for a driver’s test 
on November 9 — more improvemciii than 
one might suspect from the Report. As it 
happened, Oswald was unable to take the 
driver’s test on November 9. because the 
suition WHS cloned that day. He must have 
been impatient and disappoinied. He bad 
tried to take the wheel of Mrs. Paine's 
car some weeks before, but she bad been 
unwilling to lei him drive her car on the 
street (211 505-5(>6) . Psychologically, it 

seems plausible that Oswald might hate 
visited the showroom preienditig to be inter- 
ested in a rnw car, for the opportuiiiiy 
of testing hiimdf as .i driver rather titan 
testing the car. and if he had, that he might 
have said without any basis in fact that 
lie expected to receive money soon, as a 
pretext to extricate himself trom high- 
pressure saltern a nship. Physically, his where- 
abouts on Nmeniber 9 brought him into 
relative proximity to the showTOom, and 
he could have gone there (lad he ahsetited 
hitnself from Mrs. Paine’s car for about 
an hour, ^fn^, Paine, in an affidavit dated 
June 2-1. 1904. denies that Oswald left her 
presence during the trip to take a driver’s 
test (IIH 154): she may be mistaken. 

Several other factors add cTedibiliiy to 
Bogard’s allegations but are not ineniioned 
in the section of the Report that dtab 
with him. Qvwald was serious about ob- 
taining a driver’s license and lie made ,i 
second attempt to take the driver's test 
on Saturday, November 16 (WR 740) : he 
even started to fill in the applicaiion form 
(CE 426). He told Wesley Frader that 
he wanted to get a car (£H 221) . And the 
agency where Bogard worked was ""rtglu

Argaliig against surh visit by Oswald, 
tin Report points out that Eugene Wilson 
sian-d that Bogiud's aistoiner was only about 
five ket tall — wiihoui mcniimiing that cata- 
racts had left Wilson with no vision in one 
eye and defective sight in the other (CE 
397S).

T he Report implies that it is strange 
that Bogard didn’t mention any coiiiaa 
l>etw?een his customer and Wilson, as it 
I hat automatically casts doubt upon Bogaid. 
Bogard had told a ronststeui story irom 
liis first FBI tiiUrvimv on NovemlHr 23. 
1963. iiniil the last, on St ptenibcr 17, 190-1. 
Ill his second FBI i^^t:rvfllrw^ on December 
9, 1963. he had been warned osient.Ttiousjy 
that Ills statement could he used against 
him in a court of law, i>ut he puK-ecded 
to give a wiitlcn statemem maintaining 
the saint stoiy be had told iicfore and tokl 
on ail su!>seqnent ixcasions (t.E £969) : 
later he submitted to an FBI jjuiygraph lest 
w-hidt indicated that he waj tdhug tlie 
truth (WR 810) : and he iciLirraied his 
axsertions ami his idcmthcaiion of Usvvald 
millet oath in his Cknnmission icsiimojiy 
(I CHI 352 35i>)- 

Bogiird was never coiilroiited witii W’il 
sou’s Lillegaiions nor given an oj>portuniiy 
to defend his uxEimtiuy whetc it diJieretl 
from Wilson’s alkgatious. Wiun Oogard 
was imerview^ed by the FBI after 4Vj1soii’s 
report, he svas merely asked to iiame those 
wiih whom he had discussed the prospective 
custoiiKT on the day of the euroiinter, 
Bogaixl leplierl that be had disctis.sed the 
cnsminci with Frank PL/.o and Qriui Bmwn 
before going out ol town the same evening. 
Indeed, Pi/ro lefitified that on or about 
November 9, 1965 Bogard had brought to 
his oHtcc a customer who. after the assas- 
sination, Firm "Vould have sworn" was 
Oswald (19H 347). (Pizjto's tesrtmony is 
too knglliy to feprmlucc hcit but should 
1 m; read tii its cmirery for an apprcdaiioii 
ol the subtlety with v.'hich he was encouraged 
to doubt his original and sponiatieous itlen- 
tilication of Oswald.) Oran Blown also 
corroborated Bogaid's story', in an FBI imer 
view on December 10, 196,3 (C£s ,3078 and 
3(FJ1) , while his wife indcpcndcmiy cor- 
rofaoratexi Hro-wn^s story ((.^Es 3078 and 
3092) . 

It is Wilson, not Bogard, whme sioiy 
is iiuconoborated. Tlie Report has no bnv 
iness insiiiualirig, as ir does, that their 
stories enjoy parity. Ami if Wilson's allega- 
lions were really ti edible to the Commissionj 


U has certiiiuly minimised liis report that 
the customer made a sarcastic icmark about 
going back to Russia, If the customer actu- 
ally made such a remark, it greatly strength- 
ens the probability that he -was Oswald, 
ail inference w-hkh is obviously unattractive 
to the Lommission-^^r that the customer 
WA\ engaged in a deliberate impersonatioii 
—an inia voidable tnfcrence which the Re- 
jicui nevertheless avoids completely. 

1 he Commissi mi attaches considerable 
.ngni lira lice in tJu: kilure of the search for 
the card on whidi Bogard had wiitten the 
name t>swakl " and ihe paper on which 
Uran Brown had made the same notation, 
Appateiidy ilu;- illustrious memljcrs of the 
C omnnssioii jmd iheii lawyers, unlike onl in- 
ary iiiunals, never experienced the pecuHaT 
un-ment .ind frustratioji of himtirig for a 
scrap of pajrer mislaid in a larger coilectioir, 
mver to be found, riu; authorities in 
Dallas were not immune to that failing, 
as the district attorney tactlessly revealcxl

Even though 
Clemen IS iuul Dc Bt ucys, by derelii-iioii or 
for oth er reasons; lai'led to in^ornT die poh cc 
of liie 111 forma don ~gj^n~ py Boga rti , t he 
d re urns tan res already kunwii to thetii liy No- 
vember 23nl inevitably should have made 
that line of questioning icmral to ihe iniei 
rogation. 

Yet it is dilhcult to find one direct ques- 
tion ro Oswald based on die possibility 
of cmispiracy. 

The direction of iiuenogation takes on 
a more bi/ane appe.arante after we learn 
from the Exhibits that jJie FBI ree^'^ d 
jiifo rmatjon wlucii could only he iutcipretet l 
as e^ideiire that fJswaid mignt ue a P^ d 
assi i^sin— and the FBI d id nothma, mioiiSh 
tJswafcl was still alive ami accessible. 1 lie 
iiivestigatioii was in its infancy and ilic 
“lone assassin ' thesis had scarcely material- 
ized, iiiuch less come into vogue. How could 
an experienced FBI agent like Clemen ls fail 
to ujiikrstand the importance and urgency 
of Bogard'v report? Why did he fad to 
take tlie mtcssary action? Why dh! the 
significance of diese fat: is escape Uic Warren 
Commission U it did? M ii did not, why 
wnani Clements cross examined on his 
handling of the Bogard story? Clemen is 
w'as fieposed by Dmimissimi counsel on the 
same date, in die same buildiog. and widiin 
the same hour as Bogaid (/H 318-322) ; 
he was asked no questions about Bogards 
story and he voluuteeretl no iriforniatioi] 
on the subject. 

1 he Commission has dissolved. I'he rntmi- 
bei^ am! dicir legal sialf ilo not deign to 
give maiciial aiiswcix to questions or criti- 
cisms arising from ugly flaws In their epic 
work of obfuscation and guile.

The United States is becoming unified. 
People are thinking more like their leaden 
and our leaders arc thinking more like 
the people. We are becoming welded to- 
gether into a specious form of homogeneity. 
We are developing a people's esiabli.shraeiit 
where leaders exhort us to trust in them; 
the experts then poll us and find that we 
do: and the government issues statements 
that they are carrying out the w'ill of the 
people. 

While this might appear as democracy 
at work, I submit that what results from 
this Cull of Trust is a highly anii-deniocraiic 
situation. A mergence of the attitudes 
and beliefs of the pcx>ple with those of 
their leaders into a lockcd-in consensm is 
taking place, with each side afraid of being 
out of step with the other. This political 
lork-siep seems to be strength but in actual- 
ity it is no more than a fear of being dis- 
loyal. Distrust, dissent and disloyally have 
become synonyms in the current American 
patois. 

In the name of unity democracy finds it- 
self submerged beneath the philosophy of 
"my amiitry right or wrong. * At a time 
when the functions of democracy are en- 
hanced (the Civil Rights Act, Supreme 
C.ourt decisions on Communist registration, 
etc.) , wc seem less inclined to use them 
lest we be accused of shattering American 
unity. The cult of trust is supplanting 
independent thought and wc arc moving 
toward a democracy by indirection wherein 
the people's will is polled rather than mean- 
ingfully voted. The poll is king and when 
it indicates that the time is ripe for a vote, 
democracy becomes official. Young men arc- 
dying in our unofficial war in Vietnam to 
preserve an unofficial democracy. There is 
still no vote on the necessity for this war. 
Trmi in our lcaden> seems to be a .sufficient 
maiidaie.

on Tuesday, September 24, 1966, at 4:00 P.M*, accompanied by JOEL 
PALMER, and imracd lately upon leaving an interview with DICK 
BENNETT, we located PRESTON BAEZ, Negro, 55-60 years of age, at 
his residence, 1806 Seventh Street, New Orleans, La* 

BARZ appeared very alert mentally, answered questions readily and 
concisely, or stated that he didn^t know the answer* Several 
times he rejected opportunities to embellish or glamorise his 
story, and seemed very sure of the answers he gave* 

BARZ said that a few days before his death, PERRIN told him (BARS) 
that MRS, PERRIN ("1 didn't know whether she was his wife or girl 
friend," BARZ explained) had gone to Baton Rouge in the family 
ji car, and asked BARZ if he could ride home with him* BARZ said 
r that he took PERRIN to a corner of St* Charles Street each 
'I evening for "two or three evenings," Then, on the night of his 
death (August 27, 1962), PERRIN asked BARZ to stop by a drug 
store en route home, and he (PERRIN) came out shortly with a 
small 'drug store type* sack* BARZ said that the store had been 
the Walgreen *B Drugstore in the shopping center about 3^ blocks 
down Airline Highway toward New Orleans from Labarre Road* (The 
Crescent Shopping Center, where that Walgreen 's was has been 
closed) * 

BARZ said that PERRIN was in his usual good humor all the way 
home, talking of his liking for taking baths in a tub of water 
cooled by a chunk of ice, and telling of having belonged to a 
club 'back north' where members swam in winter* On the night of 
the 27th, BARZ said, PERRIN asked him (BARZ) if he would pick him 
up next morning (the first time he had requested a ride work) , 
BARZ said that PERRIN told him not to wait past 7:00 A^M, for him, 
BARZ said that at no time had he detected any air of depression 
about PERRIN but that he had expressed a 'natural' expectation of 
his v;^ife*s returning soon from Baton Rouge, BARZ does not recall 
her being gone more than "two or three or four days'* compared to 
BENNEI’T's recollection of two or three weeks , 

BARZ described PERRIN as being about 6 feet tall, weighing close 
to 200 pounds , He said that PERRIN began work each day by strip- 
ping off his shirt and working without it* He recalled a deep 
scar on the left side of PERKIN'S stomach, which, he said, PERRIN 
told him was an old bayonet (or knife) wound, Ha said that 
PERRIN never spoke of any gun-running or guerilla warfare 
activity- BARZ said that he could remember ^ tattoos anywhere 
on PERRIN'S exposed upper body* He said that PERRIN smoked 
cigarettes, "Camels, 1 think*" EARZ also remembered that PERRIN 
used to drink two quarts of milk daily* "Ke would bring in tv,^o 
■ quarts every day, and get an old bucket and chip some ice in it, . 
^d he v^ould drink along on one quart all morning, and then he'd 
start in on ths other one In the afternoon," BARZ said, i 
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BAR^ described PERRIN as a fine mail, qtiiet, biit good natured. He 
does not recall his having missed work prior to his death, and 
remembers he worked, at Crescent for more than six months, bat not 
a full year* He said that PERRIN never intimated his wife was a 
prostitute or that she was working for him* BARE recalled that o: 
the morning PERRIN *s body was discovered {August 28, 1968) BENNETjp 
had asked BARE, '*whero*s BOB today?" Later, after receiving a 
telephonQ call, BENNETT left about 10s 00 A*M*, and when he returned, 
said to BARE: *'Bob*s down there in the morgue, that's where he 

is," 


BARE could not remember ever having seen PERRIN use a nasal 
inhaler* He did recall, however, that PERRIN had a manner of 
lifting his head far back on his neck when he spoke as if such 
a stance might alleviate a nasal or esophagal blockage to his 
speech.

on Tuesday, September 24, 1968, at 3:15 P*M,, accompanioa by JOEL 
PALMER, I interviewed DICK BENNETT (of 1209 Taylor, Kenner, Lap, 
Telephone 721-3270) by appointment at 4011 Clio St., New Orleans, 
La,, here he parks his truck. 

Twice BENNETT rejected attempts to persuade him to sit in our car 
for the interview although he had been shown D.A. identification, 

BENNETT said that he knew NANCY PERRIN as a "probable'* prostitute 
at an Airline Highway bar which he believed was called the 
"Ladies* Lounge". Ha does not recall the year. He said that 
NANCY asked him to give her husband a job at the Crescent Garage 
{to v/hich she testified before the Warren Commission) , 

BENNETT, however, professed surprise that PERRIN may have been 
pimping for NANCY (to which she also testified). Hs stated that 
PERRIN was one of the best mechanics he ever knew, and was as 
"fine a man" as he ever knew, BENNETT said that PERKIN reported 
for work every day in the three -man shop for almost a year that 
he v7orked there immediately prior ho his (PERKIN* s) death, Ha 
said he never missed a day's work (NANCY testified PERRIN worked— - 
i.e-, pimped, only whan she worked, and that ha 'turned her out' 
as a whore ) . 

BENNETT said PERRIN became despondent when NANCY was gone for two 
or three weeks prior to PERRIN *s death. He said that NANCY came 
to crescent a day or two after PERRIN*s death and collected wages 
due. him. He said she asked him (BENNETT) to buy PERRIN'S persona!, 
mechanic's tools. "Someone said give her $50 for them," BENNETT 
recalled, "but I said, 'i won't treat a man's widow that way,' and 
I think we gave her $150 for them. She said she needed the money 
to ship his body home * " 

BENNETT said that PERRIN always worked without a shirt, and 
wearing 'a toupee' (which he described as slang for a skull cap) 
but said that he never had noticed a tattoo on PEKRin, He said 
PERRIN did not fill out a work application but had been working 
as a mechanic "at some service station on tlie Old Hammond Highway 
in Buck town." 

BENNETT said that PERRIN constantly used a pocket-sized inhaler „

He volunteereca that a Negro ornployeo learned BaR2T had driver PERRIN 
home the night before his death, which would have been Monday, 
August 27, 1962, and had said the next day that PERRIN asked him 
(BARZ) to stop by a drugstore en route to his home on Calhoun St^ 
"That must have been where he got the rat poison,'* BENNETT said^ 
V?hsn pressed by PALI-IER about 'rat poison', BENNETT seemed 
flustered, and said "Well, that's the story that was going 
around — or I read it in the papers — that ha took rat poison-" 

Earlier in the intarviaw, BENNETT had said that PERRIN sometimas 
talked "of a big boat he was building, i never saw it, but I 
have an air boat that I showed him; he was a great mechanic. He 
could do anything." 


COMMENT ; BENNETT was unable to supply the name of anyone else 
who may have known PERRIN other than the Negro, BAR2, 
He could not recall the names of any other girls who worked with 
NANCY — although he said there were some — nor the name of 
anyone who may have owned the "Ladies' Lounge" where he said ha 
met her. Ha seemed uneasy when the subject veered tovrard her — 
or any — prostitution and reminded us that the Airline 'Strip' 
had been a little French Quarter, but was, of course, long- 
closed down, buildings gone, girls gone, ad infinitum^

On my way to Canada, by jus, I have decided to drop this letter to you.

them back into trim as a force capable of holding off coups at home as 
well as adventures by Premier Fidel Castro, *'It became obvious" (I will 
add, on the very first days of the Kennedy administration) "that the 
^ited States has, in Francois Duv-ilier, a thouroughly undependable, 
implacably unfriendly, bitterly anti-white neighbor who fosters internal

We did, it is true, 
terminate aid; the Fort- au -Prince airport - bri b e : for Duvalier "s 
anti -Castro OAS vote has foundered." 

It is evident that the Kennedy administration resented Duvaller's 
blackmail, and found it difficult to fiuaacially aid a corrupted 
government whose dictator had elected himself Fresxaent tor Lite on 
Hay 13th, l9ol.

ment might <D nslder , d nee the call for more substantial aid had fallen 
in a geeat patron^ s deaf ear, ” Proceeding with hie blackmail, he 
welcomed a Polish and a Czechoslovak commercial mission.

According to Colonel Heinl, during the last days of April, 1963, American 
dependents in Haiti were evacuated, A marine expeditionary brigade lay 
off Port au Prince in anticipation of bloody disorders, but nothing 
happened - - - the Marines eventually sailed north and the dependents 
were allowed to trickle back.

of staff. The Archbishop of Haiti, tr^o bishops, and nearly 40 priests, 
including all Jesuits in the country, have been expelled under police 
guard. Duvalier is under excommunication (which doesn't bother him 
notal^y). The Papal Nuncio was recalled to Rome in 1962. T^ie Episcopal 
Church had its tmm. After 21 years' devoted service as Bishop of Haiti, 
the Right Reverend C. A* Voegeli, whose contributions equal those of any 
American during the period, was arresged and exi>elied at gun point on a 
half hour's notice,"

In 1963, a few months l^efore the assassination of John Kennedy, at a 
time when SliADA was making a tremoundous amount of money ’>ecause of the 
high price of sisal on the world market , 18 per LlS* ) Francois Ouvalier, 

who could not meet the expenses of the public employees, unconstitu- 
tionally turned SHADA over to a private bank, The Banque ©ommerciale 
D* Haiti* In return for this gift, which amounted to millions of dollars, 
the bank was to cover the expenses of a geological survey, and 
Georges deMohrenschildt was selected to head the survey by Francois 
Duvalier, whose connection with the bank needs no clarification* 

According to Haitian law any major transaction between the government 
and a private firm must be published in the Honiteur, the official 
newspaper of Haiti* This business arrangement was so scandalous, that 
It never appeared in the Honiteur* 

Georges deMohrenacliildt established his office in the building of the 
Service De Geodesie It De Garthographie , wi^ere he found all the aerial 
photos of Haiti, taken a few years before by the experts of the 
geodetic service of the American Government- Certainly he must have 
found these photos more than useful, in fact thay must have defrayed 
most of the expense involved in such a survey. 

It might be of interest for you to aak HeMol’irenschi^dt to present 
to the court a copy of this survey, and to give the names of his 
associates , both Haitian and American * Perhaps among these names you 
will find the name of Clay Shaw, or maybe even the name of the wealthy 
oilman who posted bail for Hall and V/llliam Seymour when they were arrested 
in Dallas In mid-Octouer* 

The Banque Goramerciale D*Haiti, with which Georges de Mohrenschildt was 
associated, was founded on December 19, 1960 Honiteur Ho, 123) 

and is a conduit foiijf by Dutoalier to illegally buy 

weapons bar, and pay forr Ills xntemational bogesmien. The director of 
the bank, Glemnrd Joseph Charles, was arrested tti^o years ago, because 
Duvalier thought lie was plotting with his American partners to overtVirow 
Hr* Charles made several trips to the U- 3* before the assassination of 
President Kennedy, he is a man v^ell known by the P,B,I* and the for 

illicit purchases of weapons in the U- S» Closely associated with him 
in these deals was H- Baboun, then Haitian Consul in Miami, Fla- 

It would certainly pay to investigate if, through the International 
Trade Mart of New Orleans, Hr* Shaw was not In contact i^th the Banque 
Oommerclale D^Haiti and its director, Hr* Charles, keeping in mind that 
the sale of the sisal from SK/VDA was made directly by the bank or by a firm 
under the name of Hewlett Bay Agriculture and economic Devclopement 
Corporation, S-A., a Corporation founded on April Sth, 1963* 
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According to the Warren Gosmisaion Report, at the time of John Kennedys 
as a asa in at ion the de Mohrenschildts* had not seen Lee Oswald for a long 
time. It will be of interest to note that before leavinj^ for Haiti in 
April of 1963, Georges de Mohrenschildt and his wife paid a visit to 
Lee Oswnid, who left Delias a few days later for New Orleans* According 
to Brs- Oswalds testimony he went to New Orleims to look for work, 
however, all indications point to the fact that New Orleans may well 
have been the first place chosen for the assassinatlon- 


It is well kno™ by the American press, that at the time of de Mo hrens child ts 
arrival in Haiti, the situation between the U, S* and Haiti had reached 
an impaase. Soon after his arrival, de Mohrenschildt made no secret of 
the fact that the geological survey was only the first step in an 
inveatanent of more than $500,000,000. He claimed that he was working 
for a group of wealthy oil men, one of them being Murcheson, who at that 
time had the monopoly of the flour industry in Haiti, and was a 
registered lobbyist for Duvalier^in the U. S. The outspoken Russian 
engineer even went so far as to say that the Vice-President of the 
U. S, was interested in this investment through Mr* mrcheson. A copy 
of the document outlining the investment plans for the $500,000,000., 
and presented to John F. Kennedy the State 

Department, circulated among a few Haitian officials. (The details 
concerning said document could be given to you by Jean Saurel, who was 
at that time working for Pan American Airlines in Haiti, and who Is 
now the Director of the Haitian Tourist Bureau in New York. The only 
obstacle being that M- Saurel may claim diplomatic immunity*) 

October of 1963, it became evident to political obae^ers in Haiti 
that Kennedy was in danger. In all the Voodoo Temples images of 
President Kennedy were placed under lighted candles with a pin in the 
middle of his neck. In The Sign, previously referred to, David Finley 
OTites; "Francois Duvalier was once a medical doctor who worked for the 
benefit of his people.

Port-au-Prince at 6:30 that evening, Georges de IfoVirenachildt and his 
wife feigned ^hock i^;hen another guest comraented on the assassination * 

The America?! xW Porte -au-prince cabled Washington immediately, and 
related the incident. 


It is difficult to understand why so little attention was paid to the 
behavior of Francois Duvalier toward John Kennedy before and after his 
assassination, * . - * j - 

Why was Duvalier so generous to M* deMohrenschildt? 

Who recommended George de HohrenEchildt to Duvalier? 

It is obvious that G* de Mohrenschildt was the best friend of Lee Oswald, 
in fact he was the only person who knew that Oswald had attempted to 
kill General V/alker. What is moY^ important, he knew that Oswald had 
often been humiliated by his wifea accusations that he was a poor 
provider- Now, for Duvalier, Kennedy's death was priceless! Thxs 
meant the inauguretion of a friend 

were both indebted to Duvalier for the monopoly of the meat and flour 
industries in Haiti.

The personnel of the Meric an Soabsssy in Porte “ainprince can testify to 
the fact that the attitiKie of the Haitian Goverament during the hours 
iinmediatcly following the assassination was almost Indecent, But on 
Nov- 23rd/ realising the consequences that such an attitude could present, 
the government of Francois Itovalier, following all the other nations of 
the globe, declared an official mourning of eight days to honor the 
memory of a »*grcat Mericsn^'. 

The Cultural Service of the American tSJnbassy decided to publish a 
eulogy to Jolm Kennedy and invited a few Haitian writers to participate. 
The eulogy had hardly appeared before the Haiti involved were 
summoned by H, Gharlmers, Secretary of State ^ antf^tWMtcned by the 
secret service in his office. They wew told that Kennedy was an 
international Isx^er, and that three days before the Bay of Piga he 
had publicly announced that the U* 3, Government would never intervene 
in Cuba, that he was an international murderer and had planned the 
death of Leonidas Trujillo and Ngo Dinh Nhu, and that on May 22nd, 1963 
he had MMnt stationed a battleship just off the island of Haiti ready 
to take over and murder Duval ier.

On Wednesday, 2 5 October, 1967, HARVKY LAWILL WME, a 
building inspector for the County of Hamilton, qjpnnessee, 
Chattanooga was interviewed at 11:30 in his office at 

the (Courthouse regarding his statement contained in Warren 
Commission E>chibit # 2370 and in Warren Commission Exhibit 
# 2432. WME confirmed that the descriptions of two men 
he saw with tiEE H^®VEY OSWALD In the Carousal Club, Dallas, 
on the night of November 10^ 1963, were accurately recorded 
in Commission Exhibit CE^by the FBI iVgent taking statement. 

He disappointedly commented however that it could not have 
been LEE HZ\RVEY OSWALD with whom he saw the men because 
*’0f course OSWALD was not theie'^ 

WADE responded exuberantly however when informed that OSWALD 
undoubtedly had a double in Dallas as well as other places 
with him, and seemed relieved that he had not made the 
mistaken identification of OSWALD which the FBI questioner 
had indicated he must have made* WADE located the position 
at the bar where OSWALD and his companions were sitting and 
his own relative position to that in a photograph shown him 
of the interior of the Carousal Club* His distance from 
the three men appears to have been less than twenty feet* 

He describes # I man who resembled OSWALD very much in appear- 
ance as being 5*8“, 140 pounds, with long black hair and 
adds to his description in CE 2370 the information that he 
wore the hair parted on the left side and had an immature or 
baby expression around his mouth and chin. He estimated his 
age to have been in his early 20 *s. The # 2 man, described 
as S' 10” tall, stocky build, oval faced, of Mexican or 
Spanish extraction with a one inch scar on his left eyebrow, 
also had a noticeably pox-marked face* He states that our 
photograph of LAWREHCE HOWAHD represents a man several years 
too old in appearance and too stern of expression* He 
remembers the #2 man being in his early 30 ^s and of more 
clean-cut pleasant facial expression*

Loisel asked WEISS if he knew CLAY SHAW and if it 
was possible that CLAY SHAW had sent OSWALD to him (WEISS) 
for a job. WEISS told Loisel that he knows SHAW pretty good, 
as a owner, customer, relationship, also that SHAW had attended 

a book review party in WEISS'S shop (WEISS had taken picutures 

for the author of the book and when the book was published, 

WEISS gave a little party for the author) . WEISS further stated 
that CLAY SHAW passes his shop occasionally and will wave as 
he walks by.

Printing Company, 442 Girard. On arrival I spoke with Mrs. Myra Silvers, 
WF, residing at 740 Helois Street, Metairie, Louisiana, an employee of 
the company ,for twenty years who informed me that Mr. Douglas Jones, 
owner -of Jones Printing Company was not in and would not be back for 
several days. 

I identified myself to Mrs. Silvers, told her my business and 
talked to her in reference to Lee Harvey Oswald and the leaflets printed 
by Jones Printing Company back in 1963. Mrs. Silvers informed me that 
on May 29, 1963, a gentleman, WM, who identified himself as Mr. 

Osborne had entered the establishment and at first talked with her in 
reference to printing 1,000 leaflets labeled Cuba Fair Play, Committee . 

She said at this time she was in doubt about the type of leaflet and 
called on Mr. Arthur Nuessly, WM, 63 years old, residing at 317 
Warrington Drive, New Orleans, an employee of Jones Printing Company 
for 49 years. She spoke to him in reference to this leaflet, whether 
or not to print it since it was involving politics. Mr. Nuessly 
said he could see nothing harmful in it and to go ahead and print it.
